The vote which was taken on 
Tuesday on the Didsbury Munl- 
cipal Hospital Scheme, resulted 
in favor of the scheme by a large 
majority: 751 in favor, and 195 
against. 

The vote at all polls with the 
exception of two, Carstairs Hall 
and Bancroft, was in favor by 
large majorities. 

With the exception of the 
Town of Didsbury, the vote was 
comparatively light, 956 votes 
being polled and there were ten 
spoiled ballots. 

A 66 2-3 of the vote was re- 
quired to carry the election for 
the project, and a little over 79% 
vote was obtained.

Western Tanks 
Reported in Action 


A dispatch to the Calgary Her- 
ald tells of local boys being in 
action with Western Canadian 
Tank Crews supporting an in- 
fantry attack against the Ger- 
man’s Arielli River line when 
they drove their Sherman tanks 
right into the enemy positions 
and shot up three anti-tank guns 
and then withdrew after firing 
all their high explosive ammuni- 
tion. 

“We were right in front of a 
slit trench’, said Sgt. Metro 
Skilnick, of Sedburg, Sask., 
whose tank was the farthest 
forward of three which got to 
their objective. ‘‘We crept up 
under a barrage and got where 
we wanted to be without being 
hit. 

One of the anti-tank guns de- 
stroyed by the Canadians, fell to 
Skilnick’s crew, which in addi- 
tion to himself consisted of 
Le./Cpl.
